Fish cock,which 
is frozen fish that have been skinned. They just slice them and eat. 
There were cookies and coffee and punch. Every one had a fine time. 

Dog racing got under way this month and when that starts it | 
always means that we lease a few of our attenders. But all in all 
our attendance has held up real well. ~ 

There were a few people at our party that never come to service 
and we had a chance to get acquainted a bit. I hope this may not 
be the last time we will see them. With The Lords help and lots 
of effort on our parts we hope to spread the gospel to all the 
Eskimo's in Fairbanks,.

I now go to Dubuque seminary 
to study for the Gospel Ministry. As I leave here it is with very 
mixed feelings. I have grown so much in the time I have been here 
that I wonder if I have given as much as I have gained. I love the 
people and admire their énduring faith and patience very much. 

June was a good month. We had an Eskimo Picknec at Harding 
lake with our service in the new Chapel there. There wereTseveral 
visitors present as well as other from our church in town. It was 
a lovely service with the Rev. Bert. Bingle helping. HXEKXEHE 

Their were many gifts given to me and my family during the last 
week of June. How we did appreciate the spirit with which they ~ 
were given and the ways in which their love was made known to us. 
May God grant a continual growbh both spiritually and in numbers 
in the people of our great church. 

I leave the employment of the Board of Missions knowing that it 
was a rare prividlege to have been a part of such a fine team. I 
only hope and pray that the Lord will see fit to carry me through 
my studies at Dubuque and let me work again under circumstances that 
are as good.

é arrived on the field on July 2nd and started our work on July 13th 
after holding only worship services and meeting with the Alaska survey team. 
I returned a rented truck to Juneau and helped my wife unpack essentials. 
we are very excited about the prospects of this new work since I had known 
many of the Eskimo people previously and the service families are much in 
need of a ministry to them. 


Much of my hime has been spent becoming acquainted with referral agencies 
and knowledge of the town with much yet to be done. Families in the Six-mile 
area have expressed a desire for church services and plans are laid to start 
services this Sunday, August 1h. With the help of one of the families at 
Six-mile, I rounded up the Sunday school teachers for a meeting and we are 
re-organizing the Sunday school for the fall program. We want to bake full 
advantage of huth McClure's visit(CE curriculum director). The service 
families living off base are scattered over a wide area and it will take some 
time to get acquainted. 


Among the Eskimo people, one of the faithful members has been going 
around with me to show where the people live and become acquainted with 
them. I now know mast of the contacts for people coming in from the North. 
I also plan to work closely with Hospitality House since many of their 
charges are Kskimo and with the Adult and Youth Authority. 


Thanks to the Board of National Missions, I now have a car of my own to 
carry on the work. A '60 Rambler, it is proving to be a very sound car. 
My parents drove it up here from the factory and had a good, trouble-free 
trip, and we had a good visit this week before they returned home by plane 
to Puyallup, Washington. My father refused to take any reimbursement for 
the trip up, saying that the money could better be used elsewhere in mission 
work. 

I am grateful to the two departments of the Board who are making my 
work possible, and I hope to live up to your expectations and those of 
our Lord, a standard which only the Lord himself can give any of us the 


power to maintain. 
ae 
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August was the first full month of activity on the field under the arrange- 
ments to serve the Eskimo members of ist Presb. half time and service families 
the other half. ‘here are practical problems of budgeting times to each 
ministry but it should work out with time. As I expected, there are two 
completely¥problems of programing, visitation, and personal attitudes to 


deal with in the two groups. 


As stated in an earlier report, tany of the Eskimo families are already 
familiar to me, and the peevious contacts have given me a natural credential 
in making calls on other families in the area. At present many of the people 
are moose hunting, getting fall berries, and fishing which has been reflected 
in attendance. Some of the key people have had serious difficulties with 
drink and need our help. Attendance at mid-week services among this group 

is spotty with only three or four coming now and then. For the mont part, 
they seem to busy busy with employment good generally and those not working 
are busy fishing and hunting. 


Among the service families and people living at Six-Mile Village, the 
church services have had poor attendance as predicted by those living 
there and attending. They all expect it to pick up when the summer's 
activities draw to a close when the weather turns cold. We are meeting in 
a private home which they have found to be a disadvangage in drawing new 
people into the fellowship. As directed, much of my calling among the 
service people has been aimed at bringing them into the fellowship of the 
1st church. However, my efforts have been spotty owing to several factors 
at present. With the Air Force withdrawing a large complement at Ladd AFB, 
it is difficult to obtain up to date lists. And calling in the off-base 
homes, I have yet to meet a bona fide Presbyterian though many are unchurcHed 
and seem to be interested in their response. Time will prove that. 


At the first of the month, a teacher's meeting was called at Six-Mile to 
go over Sunday school material and prepare for the coming of Miss McClure 
from the Board of Christian Education. The response of this Yt is 
encouraging for the future of this work here. 
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The work at Six-mile was highlighted this month by the visit of Miss 
Ruth McClure of the BCK's dept. of publications. She was a great helv 
to the: teachers who are just beginning their second year of Faith & Life 
Curriculum.’ On the heels of this heartening boost to our church school 
program comes the time in about three weeks when we can no longer use the 
private home which has been available. ‘The members are meeting after 
church this coming Sunday to decide what course of action to take. A 
community building was just recently sold to a private owner, so that is 
no longer available, and there is some talk that those who desire church 
can get the six miles to town, so our whole program at Six-mile is up in 
the air at the moment. We will see what happens and pray that the best 
interests of these people will be servéd in the decisions made. 


o 


Calling in the area among service families has met with little success 
in finding Presbyterians so far. I have only found one Presbyterian 
family with mostly Southern Baptist, Methodist, and Catholic families 
in the area and quite a few uncommitted and unattached people. So there 
is much room for work here. 


With the heavy turnover taking place among the military service personnel, 
the military chaplains are unable to provide me with lists of Presbyterian 
families attached and living off base, but that will work itself out in 
time. 


WEXAAX One fauplg came to me to be married this month and several court ‘ 
cases among the Kskimo people were refered to me for probation and care, 
some in connection with Hosphitality House. ‘The 1st Church session elected 
me to the Hospitality House Board of Trustees pending approval of the BNM. 
I also had conferences with the State Division of Mental Health's resident 
psychologist in cooperation on one case. 


Attendance at the itskimo services is still spotty due to hunting and 
fishing. ftlowever, several couples have been coming who have aveided 


charchn and have bean having trouble with drimking. 


Our home was blessed this morning with the arrival af a new member, 
Mark Andrew, weighing in at'9 lbs. loz. and stretching the leader to 


22% inches. He was born at B:li8 am. Gertie is doing fine. | 
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At Six Mile Village church, the month was started with a pot-luck dinner 
following the church service. ‘The service was the best attended since 

I have been holding services. Seeing how they like to eat, they will make 
good Presbyterians. Our attendance has been somewhat higher since then, 
but we aren't exactly bursting at the seams. No new people seem to come. 


Consulting with the chaplain at Hielson AFB,-we were able to sit down 

one afternoon and sort out the Presbyterian preference cards to give me 

a start in finding Presbyterians. Local addresses aren't listed however 
and it is a question of locating these people through their units. 

The military at Both Ladd Afb and Hiélson AFB are are in a high state of 
flux with men being transferred in both Air Force and Army units and 

many being rotated who are close to the end of their tour. The Provost 
Marshall tells me that this will go on until at least the end of the 
year. Consequently, I have been making. door to door calls in several 
areas. success. I found one Presbyterian this last week since I started 
in July. At places of call, I-find out their affiliation and, if they 
are not active, direct them to their churches. If there is¢ no commitment, 
appeal is made then on behalf of the services of our church and towards 
cémmitment to Christ. 


/ Referrals of people moving from one parish to another are important. A . 
/ pastor in Nebraska sent a card on one family whom I visited. ‘The timing : 
was providential in that, when called upon,wifie was flat on her back in 
bed from a severe fall she had taken that morning. Herg doctor was 
apprehensive of internal bleeding since she had recently undergone major 
surgery. lhe previous day her gas oven blew up in her face and singed 

\ her hair. With four young children she had her hands full and carried 

\a night job as well. Referred to the church deacons, they came to her 
aid. Her husband is a cab operator. 


The highlight of the month for me was the Parish Workers! Conference held 
in Chicago at the invitation of the Dept. of City and Industrial Work. 
There were a great many things of value that will help in the work here, 
and the only thing wrong was. that it waan't long enough. Chaplain Ted 
Speers of West Point was a great insptt&sion. One of the most. important

There were several highlights this month. After Presbytery meeting 
in Anchorage, Samuel Simmonds from Barrow had a lay-over of one day, ‘and, 
with his able assistance and the elder Raymond: Angupuk from Wainwright, we 
spent a profitable day in calling. 


At Six Mile Village, we held a meeting of the congregation to report 
and discuss the action of Presbytery concerning purchase or rent of land, 
to discuss the task necessary to think of beginning a church, different plans 
of financing, and most importandé, discuss how to make our church more deeply 
felt in the cammunity. ‘the outcome of the last was to do some Home visitation 
in grouns of two. December ist was set as the date, and although this belongs 
in December's report, we made the calls after meeting to discuss different 
aspects and having prayer before we began our effort. In ‘the evaluation that 
followed, we found good PELL reception. They voted to do it again next week. 


The church aided one BKskimo family this month whose welfare check failed 
to come in. We have seen some increase in members but find terrific resistance 
because many of them frequent bars regukarly and feel too guilty to come, in- 
cluding some parents who should be the leaders'in our group. ‘The Assembly of 
God. church is now conducting Eskimo services also at 3:00 on Sunday afternoons, 
civing them the "whole zospel" of which we have been depriving them. 


I performed one marriage this month and was asked to perform another, : 
but the couple did not show for counselling. 


At home, our furnace failed twice and considerable time was spent on it 
inspite of calling a serviceman to work on it. ‘The two boys caught bad colds 
and we have Ocen up late. at night the last week. We have noticed that the 
cold weather(down to -l4.0) has s lowed up many routine things in just living 
so that heating up the engine to travel, getting drinking water, and disposing 
of garbage and snow removal ail take more time. 


The chaplains at Bielson AFB held a briefing on base operations and 
strategy for the benefit of a visiting orale Rat ® for the Base&’s Sptritual 
Emphasis program and invited the minister's from town to attend. It was 
extremely valuable for my work. I now possess a base pass and can enter 
any base in the Alaska Command. Names of Presbyterians living off base are

ple in their Inupiat language. It portrayed the birth of Jesus had he been 
born in the Arctic# in willow igloo and the annunciation given to reindeer 
herders. The people were clothed in their beautiful, hand-made fur clothes. 
Some churches cancelled their evening services to join us as did the Six-Mile 
people. 


The Christmas party & service at Six Mile brought out most of the husbands, 
which was a rewarding experience. As in the logging camps of S.E. Alaska, 
it is hard to drew the men. 


Our Mariners group is beginning to catch on and draw people. We met at @leworth' 
home an a good time was had by all. Officers were elected. 


"Operation Flipflop", as local servicemen call it, is still in progress with 
the changeover of Ladd AFB to an Army post. On January ist, the base was effic- 
ially turned over to the US Arm der the command o n. Leste 
Wheeler and enamsc sor’ Joneties Ma vein ee 
{stand at Corregidor, Hereinafter, the former Ladd AFB will be refered to as _ 
Port Wainwright in all Reports. The changeover of personnel will not be com- 
plete until March. 


There is an offichal effort at both Eielson AFB and Fort Wainwright to locate 
military families on base as housing becomes available. Of 8,000 men at Eielson, 
there are only 11], declared Presbyterians and only 200 families total living © 
off base. Fort Wainwright will have a complement of )1,000 troops for the pre- 
sent, with concentrations of heavy mobile weapons and specific responsibilities 
for manning the Nike sites which will soon have the deadly 18,000mph Nike-Zeus. 
The numbers of families living off base is not known at present since many are 
in process. 


Calling among military families has heen difficult during the Christmas rush 
but some was accomplisheH. Those found at home seem eager for company since 
many do not know their next door neighbor. The men have their buddies from 
their own group or company but the women, for the most part, have no such ties 
except their family.

February 3, 1607 
Began this month with a rap roaring News Year's Party for the Young People's Bible class and 
the Couples “lub. 7 people came after the Watchnight Service and had a good time playing 
games of various kinds, going outside to shoot off their rifles at midnight, and then finishing 
up at } a.m. with a hearty breakfast of pancakes, sausage, fruit juice, and coffee. The 
Frehches slept in the next day{ A number of comments would seem to indicate a successful 
venture - "No trouble this year." "All the young people were at the church and not around the 
Village." 

The Gambell Congregational Meeting was held on Sunday the 10th. I amnounced the end of my 
three year term in Gambell and stressed the need of electing good officers for the hard time 
ahead. This year I had some films to show which gave us the best attendance at a Congregational 
meeting since I have been here, About half the membership was present and voting. 

The following week I went to Savoonga for their meeting. The trip max over was different 
and interesting in many ways. We left Gambell at 9:30 in the evening since three Savoonga 
teams were going then. It was a full moonlight night with little wind. It seemed colder than 
usual and when we arrived in Savoonga at 9:00 a.m} the next morning I learned that the temper- 
ature was 28 degrees below zero - my coldest trip so far. The moonlight shadows made the 
otherwise monotonous landscape new and exciting all the way but I don't fancy night travel by 
dogteam§ A new experiment proved successful at the Congregational Meeting. I instructed the 
Clerk of Sedsion in how to lead the meeting which he did. In this way nothing had to be 
interpreted and everyone knew what was going on and how to respond. The newly elected officers 
were ordained and installed following the elections. I am continually amazed at their able 
leadership in the face of intermittent visits on my part. Their longings for their own pastor 
again touches me deeply. On the return trip I frosted my face in several places which was the 
first time this has ever? happenede The concern of these people for my personal welfare always 
surprises me. My driver had teld one of the old men in Gambell that he was worried about me 
on the trip because I exercised too much. However, I find I cannot sit still for so long a 
time and se must do my share of the driving to keep warm and occupied. 

The Sunday following my return from Savoonga I ordained and installed, the new officers here. 

This is the coldest winter we have experiended. The old saying here goes, "This is a man 
winter," which is to say that it is colder than a "woman winter." The Nome Nugget stated that 
December had been the coldest month on record and January looks te be the same. We have never 
experienced belww zero temperatures with high winds for so long before. We find it impossible 
to keep the house warm as it is on the wind-ward side of the mission. We burned almost 350 
gallons of oil to heat the house plus having a kerosene heater going, too. 

The Friday night square dances at the school and the Thursday Junior recreation and choir

The first report on the new system inaugurated for the Today devotional magazine can 
now be made. When I first came to Gambell the Methodist publication, Upper Room, was in use 
by about a dozen people. These copies were purchased out of the local church fund and given 
away free. About a year after I had come here the Session authorized the switch to our own 
Presbyterian publication, Today. The quantity was increased to 20 copies which were still 
given away free. With the beginning of 1960 the Session started the consignment plan for 
Today and increased the order to 0 copies. They also agreed to charge the full price of 
the magazine which is 10¢.- 32 copies were sold of the first issue for Jane-Feb. This has 
been highty gratifying as we now feel that we can provide enough copies for all who want 
them without such a great expense locally. 

This month has seen two thrilling testimonies at Prayer Meetings from men of the 
Village whose lives had been considerably touched by the Holy Spirit. One man, normally 
very gquiét and retiring but deeply troubled spiritually, seemed to have been helped by my 
visits and prayer times with him. He told me with wonder that the day following one of my 
visits an Blder had come to visit and said virtually everything I had said. He gave a 
vigorous testimony at one Brayer Meeting. He is still a babe in Christ and needs continued 
encouragement. A second case was a man recently returned from the Federal Jail in Anchorage. 
During my stay here he had attended church only once before he went away to jaile His life 
was corrupt and so hopeless that he could not carry on a decent conversation because of his 
nervousness and insecurity. During his sentence he seems to have come under the influence 
of a man connected with Alcoholics Anonymous in Anchorage although he himself was never a 
chronic alcoholic. However, in the AA meetings which he attended he became aware éf the 
great evils of alcohol and has been telling everyone of what he learned. He seems a 
changed man in many ways being much closer to the Lord. His physical appearance is now 
healthy, neat, and clean; his conversation is intelligent, poised, and confident; and best 
of all he attends all services regularly with his wife and family. He also brought a 
testimony at one of our Prayer Meetings. 

I do not know if these two instances have been the occasion for some spiritual 
awakening in the village or not but it has been gratifying to notice the good attendance at 
our Sunday Worship Services by those who formerly came only sporadically if at all. Last 
Sunday we began a new venture to gather in more of oub members into the fellowship of the 
church services by installing a small oscillator with which to broadcast, More and more 
ctransistor radios are being acquired in the village which can be used by the shut-ins . 
Last Sunday's services were picked up well throughout the village. The 1 o'clock worship 
service and the o'clock Adult Sible Class takght in Eskimo were broadcast. The set we 
are using is on loan but the Session has authorized the purchase of one for the church. The 
recent article in Presbyterian life showing such a set in use by Roy er gave us the 
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We were late in our Every Member Canvas and did not get to i6 until this monthe 
Last yezr I was impressed with the way the Session in Savoonga went about their canvas 
and used it here this year with marked effect so far. Formerly we had simply sent pledge 
cards to each family but this year sent a separate card to each church member thereby 
bringing each Christian face to face with his own responsibility toward stewardship in 
the church. Many young people who never gave before are now doing so reguaarly. As of 
this date over$1600 have been pledged. 

Unfortunately my trip to Savoonga this month has been hampered by continual 

storms. This has been one of the stormiest months we have witnessed out here so fare 
Terrific gales have lashed us nearly everyday for over two weeks bringing tons of snow. 
I had made arrangements with the ihinerant nurse from Nome that I would wait and accompany 
her to Savoonga when she came this month. But she still has not arrived because of the 
bad weather. For some reason she cancelled out on the only plane that has been able 
to get in here during this time. The trail is not good either as we have had no one 
over from Savoonga since the storms began. All our mail is over two weeks late as the 
result of the pile up in Nomee We were very disappointed when we received mail last 
week that it did not contain the latest letters but was old mail. We were very worried 
that our annual order would not get out in time for Mr. Olin to make the North Star 
deadline. However, it went out in the last mail and should be there in times) 6 es 
In one way these delays have been a mixed blessing as it has enabled us to get a tremendous 
‘amount of mail caught up (not all the back reports quite yet, though) but we're trying). 
Tt's amazing to think that this report is actually being written on the last day of 
the month{ Maybe the worm is turning? 

We finally have gotten the fiber board ceiling tile put up in the living room and 
kitchen. The whiteness makes a great deal of difference by lighting the rooms considerably 
We find we do not have to light our lamps so early in the evening nor do we need to 
light so many in order to have good light. Because of our precarious engine situation 
we only use kum it for large meetings and for doing our washing. We hope the parts ordered 
for the large generator arrive in the next mail. 

The Boy Scout group was revived again this month after lapsing for a year. The 
boys requested a new Scout Master and I agreed to it as the old one had not done a nything 
for so long and is now away for six month National Guard trainging in California. They 
seem very enthusiastic about it and I can only hope that their enthusiasm will not wane 
too soone 

When Dr. Jackman's OK for our move to Savoonga reached us we debated about how and 
when would be the best time to inform both congregations. We decied that since Savoonga 
should be the first to hear #¢ we would not mention it in Gambell until I had mede my 
trip to Savoonga.e Fortunately, as it has turned out, John Waghiyi, Clerk of Session 
from Savoonga, came to Gambell on business. I asked him to come over and visit us and 
handed him the announcement about our coming move to Savoonga. Well, he was almost struck 
dumb with unbelief, surprised amazement and pleasure. He was grinning from ear to ear 
as he got up to shake my hand vigorously. I wish I could have been in Savoonga when tle 
announcement was madee As it was, I saw at least one jaw drop open here in Gambell when 
I announced our intention « Every day we are more sure that this has been the right 
decision and we would move tomorrow if it were possible. 
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The first month of the new year found our members and friends filled with 
keen anticipation for two important events. The first and foremost in 
our minds at this time is the merger of our two churches and the building 
of a new plant. The Session of the two churches met together with the 
Commission of Presbytery meeting with us. The first reports of the 
finance, land and building committees were received. Progress is being 
made in all three areas. We were grateful for the guidance and advice 
of the Commission. January 20 and 27 were the opening nights of our 
annual School of Missions, This yeat the plan was for four nights on 
the study of Africa. The second two nights will be the first Wednesday 
in February. Both churches participated in this School of Missions. T 
opening night was held at Faith Church. Our Outreach and Evangelism 
Committee have done an excellent job in preparation for this School of 
Missions. 


This year I received an invitation to be the speaker for the week of 
Spiritual Emphasis at Sheldon Jackson. This was some thing I had loo} 
forward to for many years. It was truly a most wonderful experience 
and one that I shall never forget. While in Sitka I had an opportuni 
to spend a few days with my sister who was very seriously ill. 
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The highlight of the month of February was the last two meetings of our School 
of Missions, The committee in charge should be commended for: the outstanding 
program which'they planned. The potluck supper held the last night was one of 
the Tinest we have ever had. Almost every dish on the table followed a recipe 
which came from Africa, On the 16th the Presbyterian Men entertained their 
Wives at a semiformal Valentine's dinner. After the dinner they met in the 
Sanctuary for a program centered on a discussion of the true meaning of the 
marrdage ceremony for Christians. This month's COT meeting was well attended 
and. most instructive. We are getting a great deal from studying this material. 
The ladies of our church are working very hard with the ladies of Faith Church 
in reorganizing their Association for the merger. All members of the steering 
committee are also working diligently on the details of the merger of our two 
churches. They are keeping the members and friends of the church posted.on 
their progress. A\special congregational meeting was called in order to find 
out how the congregation felt about some of the building problems. 

Preparations are being made for the Easter season during which time both. 

the Chancel choir and the Junior Choirs will partcipate. Our SrHi and JrHi 
young people continue with excellent attendance and have produced sotie worth- 
while prograuis. One of the most unusual being a meeting held in the catacombs 
in which the manse basement with the aid of tarps, blankets, etc., was turned. 
into a long, dark corridors leading to a meeting room in the catacombs. fm As 
the young people arrivedthey were met by greeters in costume carrying torches 
who led them in silence down the corridor to the meting place. The program 
centered around a:report of Jarius who had just returned from visiting the 
church at Jerusalem. The problem of young people witnessing for Jesus Christ 
was discussed, 
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March 2 being Ash Wednesday our church started a special spiritual emphasis in 
preparation for Easter. Many of our groups had as their programs special Lenten 
studies. One Great Hour of Sharing material was presented and we began to stress 
the importance of sharing what we had with many of ourworld who have nothing. 
The children again were given the little churches and the adults received print- 
ed leaflets. 

Qn Friday Match 4 our women participated in the Communite World Day of Prayer 
service. That evening our own women held a special World Day of Prayer service 
for their:regular women's meeting. This was well attended. On Wetiresday night 
the 9th we had our monthly Family night potluck supper. The program was in 
charge of our: Outreach and Evangelism committee who presented the latest infori- 
ation and pictures received from our Thailand missionaries, Taylor and Betty 
Potter. Alice Green of the former Faith Church intorduced us to the mission- 
aries that church had been supporting. Tnese now will be sponsored for the 
rest of the year by the merged church. 

Preparation and planning for the coming merger took much of ourtiime. These 
WKE: were a great many details that had to be attended to. An out line of 
procedure given us by Presbytery had to be followed step by step. Our goal 
was to have this all completed so that it might be presented to the meeting 
of Presbytery in April. On March 20 the two congregations & voted tocall 
the new church the Trinity United Presbyterian Church. On March 27 we met 
together for the first time to worship as a single congregation. Plans had ; 
been made to continue holding Church school at Faith Church until it was sold. 

Progress hag been in the organization of ourchurch school tinder the leader= 
ship of our Supt. Mr. Harold Gallwas. The teachers meetings have been well 
planned and attended. However we still need the guidance of a trin trained 
Director of Christian Education.

is year the month of April was a most important and inspiring month for 
the history of our church, On April 10- Palm Sundawy - we held a congregations 
al meeting at which time officers of the church were duly nominated and elect- 
ed. The congregation officially gave a call to the Reverend Mr. Ralph H. 
Weeks to be their pastor. A.committee was appointed to present the call to 
Presbytery. 
On Wednesday the 13th we had our final® communicant's class at which time 

18 new members were presented to and examined by the Session. Immediately 
following the class the Deacons held a lovely reception for the new members. 
On Maundy Thursday évening we held our annual candlelight communion service at 
which time the new members were presented to join the church. On Good Friday 
our choir presented the cantata "Olivet to Calvary". All of these services 
were well attended. On Easter Sunday we again followed the plan of having 
no regular church school classes but encouraging the children to sit with 
their families at one of the 3 regular services. This year we also set up one— 
half of the fellowship hall to take care of the overflow. One of the men ‘ 
equipped it with a PA system and we arranged a beautiful worship center. Our 
attendance for these three servcies was 680, The following Tuesday I had the 
pleasure of greeting the Moderator of the General Assembly and Dr. Jackman. 
During their short visit we showed Dr. Miller some of our present churches 
and sites for our proposed new ones. A very tea in hfs honor was held at 
First Presbyterian Church. That evening I # left for the meeting of Presby- 
tery at Fairbanks. Returning from Presbytery we had the opportunity of 
having Dr. Polhemus and Nr. Pritchard meet with our church officers to dis- 
cuss the details of the plans for our new church. Their help was tiost 
valuable and encouraging.

Our Presbyterian Men had as their gu est for their monthiy potluck supper 
meeting, lir. Robert Atwood, Editor of the Anchorage Times who has just re- 
turned from a trip to Africa. The Senior Hi Young people had their annual 
spring progressive dinner and on Sunday the 15 had their first spring picnic 
Our Jr Hi are rounding up their regular meetings and are making plans for 
the summer meetings which will be guided by the number of young people in 
town. On the 24nd I left with my family for my vacation. Mr. Robert Nichoil 
filled the pulpit while I was gone. 
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I returned from my vacation on June 16 and was delighted with the way the Session 
and church officers with the assistance of Mr. Robert Nicholl had been carrying 
on the activities of the church. It certainly had been a wonderful thing for us 
in the Yukon Presbytery to have a man like Mr. Nicholl who is willing to step in 
and help whenever and wherever needed. Activities in the church in general have 
slowed down due to the usualZ sumer exodus of many of our members and friends. 
However in spite of this our church attendance has proved that it was best for usz 
to have continued with our two services through out the month. The one session 

of church school has proved quite satisfactory. 


On June 21 Mr. Peter Van Kommer one of our elders and and a member of our church's 
boy scout committee and I took our church troop on an overnight camping trip. We. 
went out to our local boys scout camp and were able to be a part of the general 
camping program for the two days and one night that we were there. 
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The month of July has had two highlights. One was the summer camps for our 
youth and the othef was the latest development in the plans for the future 
development of the new church. The latter, of course, was the most important 
to our immediate situation. When it was discovered that I would not be 
attending the GrHi camp we took advantage of the time to make plans for a 
steering committee and church officers meeting with Mr. William Pritachard 
who would be in Anchorage on the Sfckk 15th.

After a thorough 
discussion a vote by secret ballot was taken with 76 in favor of accepting the plan and 
S against. A formal presentation was then madeto Presbytery by a committee made up of 
members of the church, This received the approval of Presbytery. From this time on 
everyone has been giving much time to the preparation of our Fund Drive which is to take

On the evening of Sunday the 11th our GrHi young seoxad he nc Round. Up held at First 
Presbyterian Church. This was a real Western Style meeting including a delicious barbecue 
dinner and the boys and girls came appropriately dressed. Both the SrHi and’ Jr Hi in our 
church are off to a good start. On Sunday the 18th we held our promotional services for 
the Church School. Christian Education Sunday was highlighted withg a service of recog= 
nition for our church school teachers. We also held the first of what we hope will be 
a regular monthly coffee fellowship time. The Christian Education Dept. acted’as Host 
and Hostesses. This was very successful, At our regular family night we stressed the 
importance of Christian Education and used the filmstrip "The Great Adventure." The 
Presbyterian Women are working hard with their programs. The Presbyterian Men held a 
most successful Father-Son Potluck supper. 
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The highlight for the month of October was the Sunday the 16th which we 
celebrated as Loyalty Sunday. This was the Sunday we had been preparing 
for when the members and frisnds of the church were asked to bring their 
pledges for the Building Fund. During the weeks preceding this Sunday 
letters and literature concerning the building project had been mailed. 

On each of the four Sundays preceding we hafi had four outstanding short 
messages from individuals expressing their feelings concerning the new 
church. Dr. William Rasco, was wour guest speaker and brought an inspiring 
messagee At the close of the service pledges were dedicated. We had set 
our goal at $75,000 and by Sunday evening we had %64,000 pledged. By the 
end of the month we had gone over 77,000. On Wednesday the 12 we had a 
complimentary dinner. This was given without any cost to the church by 

one of the members. The evening consisted of ang excellent chicken dinner 
followed by entertainment. Paul Rohwer, chairman of the Building Committee, 
gave a brief resume on the plans for the building project. Dr. Rasco spoke 
to us concerning the importance of sacrificial giving. It was a wonderful 
evening of Christian fellowship. It has been most gratifying to see how 
every member of the various committees of our Building program have assumed 
their m responsibilities making our drive the success it is. 

We have started our Communicants classes in preparation for November 27 
when we will receive new members. Presbyterian Men and our Women Organiza-— 
tions are continuing with their meetings. The attendance at our youth group 
in the evenings for both the SrHi and JrHi with some 40 young mex people 
turning out each Sunday evening. Our church sponsored Boy Scout troop 
and the Girl Scouts who meet here continue to be very active. On Sunday 
the 30th our Fellowship Hour was sponsored by the chofr and proved to be 
very successful.

The program was centered around the there "Heritage 
and New Horizons", Our JrHi Youth Fellowship gave the one act play "One Man's 
soon." Our church had a large responsibility in helping out with the housing 
and transportation for the folks who came to Presbytery. Our ladies were 
responsible for one of the lunches and our choir sang for the installation 
service of Mr. William Pritchard as general Presbyter . Our SrHi youth program 
have been very active this month. One of our young ladies Miss Susang Gustaf- 
son is Mioderator for this area. We had the pleasure of helping to send her 
and Miss Mary Jo Halm to Youth Synod at Spokane.- Sunday the 20th our church 
played host to the Servicemen for a Sunday evening supper and program at the 
YMCA. We had our combined Thanksgiving Day service with the Faith Baptist 
Church at their church, Our Jr Choir sang the anthem and I brought the mess-— 
age. This fall our Commumicants classes have been most inspiring and on 
Sunday morning November 27 at the 9:30 service we eceived 13 new embers. In- 
mediately following the service during our fellowship coffee time the deacons 
had a very lovely reception for the newweebers. Our Women's organization 
has had soiie very inspiring meetings while the Presbyterian Men are doing soiie 
serious reconsidering of the purpose and program of our local organization.

November 6 was a very important Sunday in our church history. We had a special 
congregational meeting to approve % our applications for the Synod loans and 
for our request of loan aubordination from the Board. These transactions were 
approved by Presbytery. On Tuesday evening the 22 the Deaconsx met and dstided 
the deacons pantry. This year we helped 5 mm families with their Thanksgiving 
dinner and general supplies. 
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December 1960 is a most important month m in the history of the Trinity United Presbyterian 
Church. For almost 12 years this church has been under the support of the Board of National 
Missions. Not only the former Woodland Park Presbyterian Church but the Faith Presbyterian 
Church had also been under the support of the Bd. of Natl. Missions. The two merged churches 
now the Trinity United Presbyterian Church will take the step forward as of January 1 to 
stand on their own feet. We are sincerely appreciative of all that the Board has done 

and realize that we could not have reached this state withott their help. We would like to 
pay tribute at this time to Dr. J. Earl Jackman who has given so much of himself, his time, 
and leadership in the building of this new church organization. On December 11 we held 

our Annual Congregational Meemting at which time a complete new slate of elders, deacons, 
and trustees were elected. A budgét was adopted in which not only the Board's suggestions 
but alos the new Synod's standards were met. On the 18th our new eladers and deacons were 
ordained and installed. . a 


Our services and activities for Christmas week were most inspiring. On Sunday the 18th 
we received a White Gift offering of over $200. On Wednesday the 21 we had our church 
school program and party which was most successful. On the 23rd our Chancel Choir 

gave a most beautiful cantata, "The Babe of Bethlehem". Christmas morning we had two 
services with the overflow attendance both times being seated in the fellowskg ship 

hall. A special service was planned with three of our young people's moderator's taking 
part as well as a trumpet duet by two of the young people. We also had the baptism of 

8 infants. Stturday the 3lst we had a Gala New Year's eve party which was followed by 

a candlelight watchnight service. In the spirit of Christian fellowship we said farewell 
to the old and wlecomed the new year. 
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NARRATIVE FOR June 1 = 30, 1960 
This month starts out with something that we never ventured on other than to dream 
and pray about, that the Lord would some day make possible to come to pass, the Youth 
Camp. This He did for the first time on the Arctic coast, in answer to your and our 
prayers. Ten of our Youths from Wainwright Presbyterian Church, even number of boys 
and girls, joined the Barrow Youths at Meade River Coal mine.. The week went. by very 
quickly and all the days were enjoyed by all the young people. One of them asked, “will 
there be another one of these camps next year". We hope so. For the closing part of 
our camp, The Rev. John BarthoLomew and I led the Communion Service and to me, it was 
observed by the young people with deep reverence, The two families living ere were 
also invited to this Service and were included in the Service, 

One other w# thing we did for the first time in the history of this Olgonik 
Presbyterian Church was to celebrate the 37th year of organizing of this Church. We 
had dinner at the church followed by Hymn singing and Prayer, It was enjoyed by all 
and some even suggested that we do this each year, It was 37 years ago that Dr. Greist, 
our Medical Mi ssionary and I made a trip by dogsled late this month from Barrow over 
the Arctic Shore ice and after three to four days of evangelistic services, carried 
out the Yukon Presbytery's order to proceed with the organizeing of Wainwright Presby- 
terian Church. Job Kunudla and I were elders from Barrow church to represent the 
Barrow church and assist the Missionary, since several of the Charter members to be, 
were members of Barrow Presbyterian Church, some from Dr, Marsh's time. The date 
was June 23rd. when this church was organized. The next day we started back to Barrow 
over the fast melting ice. We made fairly good time travelling, though wet until we 
got to Beard Bay, about halfway to Barrow. Since there was not even a speck of snow 
on the ground, our only hope of reaching Barrow was to travel over the ice and bridge 
cracks with our sled, wherever this was possible to do, or travel off course to find 
place to cross over. Soon after we got off Beard Bay, it was tuff going. We had to 
travel along Pressure ridges for the ice between -us and the shore began to drift 
and broke up, so that we could not get back to shore. We continued on-and had to camp 
twice on the ice for we were not able to get to shore. Finally on the third day, we 
made it to shore 25 miles west of Barrow and finally made it to Barrow the next day. 
We know the Lord was with us and was taking care of us. It was He who withheld the 
wind from blowing from the Southwest which always opens up the lead off: Beard Bay. 
Who knew atthe time, other than the good Lord, that I would be serving: this same 
med py, in the years to come, My heart goes Aw te Ain a Rab anes end tical cohen 
for His mz rvelous grace and love.

Finally, getting caught up with various types of Reports to different branches of our be- 
loved Church, this being the final one, though belated. Our Church activities and my trans- 
lation of the New Testament on top of our church activities are in full operation. For this, 
we thank the Lord, for permitting us to continue in the work of His kingdom. Transzation 
work has become part of my work regularly. Three ‘to four times ‘a week, I spent three and 
one half to fourg/ hours of translating New Testament into Inupiat, sometimes” in the after- 
noon hours and sometimes in the night hours from _7330 P,M. to 11 or 11:30. Also broadcast 
our daily devotions nightly whenever. our light plant is operating. Our light plant failed us 
during the time we mast needed it, latter part of December and a good part of January. All 
the recorded tapes that come to me from different localities, like Barrow, Barter, Pt. Hope, 
Nome, piled up on me when our light plant failed, I just couldn't answér all of them, unless 
some of them ask for our recorded church services. We are glad though, that we’ were able to 
have the lights going at the church proper, Our old 1945 Kholer gasoline light plant fur- 
nished lights for our church services. The Diesel light plant which we use in the new manse 
was the one that failed us during the two months. Going back to my translation work, ii 
have completed with the help of Rev. Webster, Wycliffe Missionary, Firsé and second Corin- 
thians , Ephesians, colfosians, First & “econd Thessalonians, First and Second Timothy. 
We are not planing on printing process until the whole New Testament is completed. Our plan 
is to have the English and the Inupiat both printed side by side in eac} page. We have 
now our translated Inupiat hymnbook which is in very much in demand, and is being used in 
our church services, regularly. The Gospel of John and John's three Epistles have also 
been translated, which I forgot to include in the above, rode Os 

This month, for the first time in the history of this church, we began the system 
of rotating elders and deacons, In our Congregational meeting the church members elected 
new elders and new deacons in place of those who now retire ah the end of their year by 
ballots, of year agg. The newly elected elders and deacons respond with a willingness to 
serve the Lord and is church, for-+which we thank the Lord. We beliéve they ‘were elected 
by or through the guidance of the Holy Spirit. Including myself, many fo the past elders 
and deacons have testified to the fact that somehow they were made to know or realize 
beforhand that they were going to be elected to serve as deacons or elders, 

On Evangelism Sunday we had our First Communion Service for the ydar 1960. The 
Assembly of [od church Missionary, Miss Piper was present in the Congregation when we had 
our Communion service. In fact she has attended our church services quite’ frequently. To 
date, I know of no one_as yet proselyted to her church, She has:a notite hung in the store 
inviting anyone for Bible.classes on Friday. Have not*yet known how this-turned out.

NARRATIVE FOR FEBRUARY 1 - 29, 1960 


We are again happy to state that our local Church Programs and activities 
have been in full operation. There have been some illness in the village but 
not enough to hinder any social gatherings, nor our Church services. The village 
as whole has been blessed with game and fish, so that none in the village is 
suffering from want. The caribou have been around all through the winter up to 
this month, The smelt fishing has been quite successful’, tutting fish hole thro- 
ugh 35 feet of ice, Sealing’ too, have beeh tuite successful which began latter 
part of January when the days begin to grow brighter and longer, Trapping has 
also been quite a help on the part of those who are taking the opportunity of 
it. The white fox is bringing a better price than it has been for years, By the 
looks of these livlihood for those who depend on hunting, it should mean that 
our offerings should increase accordingly. We have some tithers in our church 
but two of the men have been laid off from their employments, which undoubtedly 
will mean a leaner tithing because they will not be able to make as much by hunt- 
ing than they were able to make on Salary basis. 

Last month I had to send my wife to Barrow for her physical examination 
Since she had not fully recovered from her flu during Christmas holidays, after 
which she returned. But was again called back to Barrow and this time, on to 
Anchorage hospital, The last day of this month she returned home and is much 
better. Several others of our people here have done the same, on to Anchorage 
and back, 

This month we had our ordination services for our newly elected elders 
and deacons. Prior to their ordination, we had Scripture exposition of what is 
expected of ruling elders and deacons, and their way of life and christain piety. 
Our newly elected deacons, on their first meeting, agreed to give,the young men 
a chance to get together and put snowblocks on the outside of a house where a 
woman and her son are living. Snowblocks around and on the roof of a house 
make a good insulation and makes the room much.easier to heat, Also, there was 
one home, whose husband was taken into the hospital in Anchorage, whom we diss 
covered was in need of food. This, the deacons look 0 acter and supplied her 
needs, All our Prayer Meetings throughout the year £8 opportunity for all 
to put something in the offering plate for the poor of the village, needing 
help. There are many needy families in the village, but’ most of them are in 
care of Welfare Agencies and pensioners§0ld Age Assistance). Our church help

Once again, we can give Praise and Thanks to our heavenly Father for the month 

that is past. In the month that is past, His blessings materially and spiritually, 
have manifested themslves in various ways. The village as a whole have been blessed 
in material way through hunting and fishing and trapping. Four or five off our men 
founé temporary employment, something very scarce in this village, and are better 
taken care of for needs in their family life., Whenever the fillage8s economy improves 
it also has an effect on the church, by way of increased offerings. 

Perhaps we can say that, the highlight of work accomplished for this month, 
was the offering Qspecial) for One Great Hour of Sharing. The records show that for 
the last two years prior to this month, special offerings for this cause increased 
by 1.57, to a total of 56.57. This month, aside from regular monthly offerings, our 
One Great Hour of Sharing offerings amounted to 152.35. We praise God for the gener- 
ous hearts’ that hé has stirred for works of mercy the world over. : 

All the regular activities of our church were carried out throughout 
the month without too much difficulty or hindrances, As the Lenten,Season is coming 
near to Eastertide we endeavor to preach the Gospel of Christ to a point of decision 
for Christ and for re-affirmation of faith in the Lord Jesus Christ as one’s per- 
sonal Saviour. Our Lay Committee on Evangelism are also being urged to make extra 
effort for personal contact with certain individuals, listed as our liabilitylist. 
There are few persons in our Community who have been contacted number of times by 
us and our Commitee on Evangelism who have not shown willingness to surrender as 
they should to Christ and make public confession. For these certain individuals, 
the Lord knows who they are, we ask your prayers. Three of these men are former 
members of the church, one convert of Dr. Grbist, and two of Rev. Klerekoper and 
Percy Ipalook. In the past years, each one of these men were dealt with by the 
Session of this church, for immoral confgfgduct and drunkeness, severals hence. 

But to this time they have showed no interest in identify themselves with the 
church, although we continue to encourage them. Others we have our eyes on are, 
the growing young people whom we think should begin to decide for themslves, whom 
we try to helptand encourage to come to the point of decision for Christ.

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NARRATIVE FOR APRIL 1,- 30, 1960 


Once again, we are gradually getting caught up with our reports and correspondences 
after two weeks of absence from the village. At the time I wrote my narrative for 
March, I did not even reread it for errors in typeing and of course, the language. 
I beg your pardon for the errors you find, and I hope that I will not have to rush 
too much with this report, as [did with the first one, and avoid too many errors. 
The month which brings us the.Easter Sunday,is always a busy month for us here. 
Along with our regular church activities, extra Session meetings are had in dealing 
with individuals who are needing spiritual guidance and admonition, prior to Comm- 
jon Service and Easter. Extra Combined choir rehearsals are always required too, 
for extra singing of Easter Cantatas and Anthems on Easter Sunday. These extra act- 
ivities we include with our regular monthly activities, have again been. rewarding. 
When the Easter Sunday is over, it is then that we:realize that our efforts and 
labor has not been in vain. Joy and appreciation is always revealed.by smiles and 
remarks from many individuals at the close of the Easter Evening Church service, 
which fill our hearts with joy and humility. To begin Easter Sunday, we had our 
Sunrise worship service at 43a. m. in the church, followed by coffee treat, for 

the sake of those who did not have time to drink their coffee at home before the 
Sunrise service. Our next Easter service was at 11:A.M. At thé end of this second 
morning worship service, we alway hear of several good intentions of wanting to be 
at the Sunrise service, but having overslept, "The spirit indeed is willing, but 
the flesh is weak", The climax and the closing of our Easter service comes at 7230 
P.M. Prior to Easter Sunday, during the Holy Week we held our nightly 
worship services from Monday through Good Friday, and conclude them with the Holy 
Communion on Good Friday in which three persons we-affirmed their faith in the Lord 


“ and one rededication. Monday following Easter, when I thought to relax,and sort of 


take things easy for at least a day, comes our “Arctic Messenger 111" and rush me 
off to our Presbytery Meeting in Fairbanks. We stopped at Meade River Coal Mine 
and held Prayer meeting with the natives) there on our way) to Barrow. Another pass- 
enger was picked up there for Barrow. The next day's flight landed us in Fairbanks. 
It was again refreshing to join the servants of our Lord at the Presbytery Meeting. 
Perhaps this is much more eppreeeane. by us on the Arctic slope who very seldom ° 
come in contact with other; 4issionaries, especially here at Wainwright. Finally 
arrived Wainwright May the third. Found everything in connection with the church 
work very pleasing.

Three whaling crews went out this month, which means that our church servicex attend- 
ances and workers in the church, such as choir, Sunday school teachers, Junior Dept. 
workers, and the like are fewer in number than ordinarily due to whaling. Nevertheless, 
we who are left in the village continue on with the work according to regular schedules. 
As usual, every Sunday we have two preaching services, morning and evening, Sunday 
school in the afternoon, followed by Young People’s meeting, then after which the Junior 
Department h ave their fellowship, then Men’s choir rehearse for an hour, then followed 
by Evening Service. Then the Evening service is followed by Adult choir practice. So 
it is, that on Sundays we really are on the move 12 hours of the day, practically. 
Every other Mondays our Presbyterial groups meet, once as an Association, and every 
other week in Circles meetings divided into three groups. Every three Tuesdays of the 
month, the Session, Board of Deacons, Committee on Evangelism have their separate 
meetings in turn. .Every Wednesday night we have our regular Prayer Meeting and each 
Prayer meeting night something definite is mentioned according to monthly prayer cal- 
endar made out by our Session, and prayed for. Comes Thursday, the Young people's, 
mostly teen-agers, Choir reheasal takes place in the evening every week at the church, 
On Fridays every week, throughout the year, as in all the above activities, we have 
our Sunday school Teacher's Training class. The above activities continue on without 
break even when several of our helpers leavayg the village on hunting trips or out 
whaling. 
We, of the Barrow Presbyterian Mission and Wainwright expressed our plans 

to our Yukon Presbytery at our Annual. spring meeting. last month, for Arctic Youth 
Camping, which was approved. After our return from the Presbytery meeting we start 
making plans, which we decided to beginton>they30tk 6f.this month. When the time came, 
we did start moving, but kind of late abot 10:45 P.M. or lls. At least .didn*t go 
to bed until 4:00 A.M. for my first day at the Samp. Twelve of us from Wainwright 
were the last to arrive at the Camp, all by plane, three trips in all. Our pilot, 
Rev. Chambers must have flown almost twelve hours the first day. He had to fly in 
all the twenty and more from Barrow part ways to Meade River Camp, since they were 
not able to make it with the tractor all the way to the Camp site. 

We, as a church are thankful to the Hord for the way he has cared for us 
as a village. We believe that in answer to prayer, He has returned our children in 
safety from their various places in schools away from home. Then too, hunting has 
been quite favorable even if there is no whale for Wainwright. Syccessful whaling 
crews in Barrow have shared with Wainwright quite a bit on maktak and whale meat,

NARRATIVE FOR JULY 1--31, 1960 


First week of this month finds us in preparation for our quarterly Communion Service 
which took place on the first Sunday of the month, During the week prior to our Com- 
munion Service there were few persons who seek spiritual help from us in order to be 
able to appreciate the meaning of the Lord's Supper more fully, and to partake of it 
with a pure conscience, I had Rev. Don Webster, Wycliffe Missionary, who is working 
with me on the translation of -the New Testament into Inupiat, to assist me with this 
Service. In fact I have had him preach in our church once every Sunday for the past 
year. Rev. Cecilia Piper, Assembly of God Church Missionary, has been residing in 
Wainwright since last December but is not as yet doing active work. We are still hold- 
ing our own people. Miss Piper has indicated number of times through Rev. Webster of 
wanting to work with us or give us her assistance, but to date we have not needed her 
help. ; 
This month we conducted two weeks of Vacation Bible School and our enrollment 
was 56, All the children of school age attended our V. B. S. and we had two Departments. 
The higher grades were under care of Rev. Webster with four helpérs, and I had charge 
of the lower grades with six helpers. Rev. Webster had his classes at the church, and 
I had mine at the old manse. We also had two extra women to serve the refreshments 
for the children so the teachers could be free during this short break, All teachers 
and these two women volunteered their services, when the time came for our V. B. S. 
Closing program was had in the church from both Departments on the closing date and 
the folks were all invited to the church for this occasion. We were encouraged when 
some of the folks commended the Program. We, ourselves were pleased to see the child- 
ren perform their duties quite satisfactorily. 

All regular church activities and services were carried out as usual, except 
our translation work. We had to drop it during the two weeks of Vacation Bible School. 
We are now working on "The Acts of the Apostles" in our translation work. As soon as 
our short summer season and rush is over we shall begin our translation work regularly. 


A bit of local village news: The winter shore ice hung on late this spring which 
gave the men good chance of ogrok and seal hunting. As soon as the river ice broke 
up there were also caribou around so the men could also get some caribou. In other 
words,the hunting was a prosperous one, and we praise God-for this, Several of the 
men now own outboard motors and made their own skiffs so they could go out of the 
village and hunt, and this helps a lot. Most of these men are those who have had a 
art time job at the DEWlines. One man bought his outboard with some skins he trapped 
DO RuEtne Hie MERGeEVE THIS LINE: « Respectfully submitted by 7.)

Narrative for August 1 - 31, 1960 


A month for taking vacation for many a Minister Missionary, and Pastor has come 
around but not so for some of our Arctic slope Missionay-Pastors. This Missionary- 
Pastor never feel right about leaving his parish straight through the month, though 
the Session is willing to carry on during his leave of absence for the whole month. 
Although I have had the opportunity of going out on hunting trips with the boys, by 
boat and umiak, during this month, I did not miss any Sunday activities and services. 
Our weekday church activities were kept up by different individuals in care of our 
elders and deacons. Since this month is about the best all around hunting month, 
very few men stayed in the village, mostly elderly men, while others were busy coming 
and going, bringing their catch and going out for more catck or kill, But unlike some 
men in Barrow, Lord's Day is respected and no hunting takes place on that day. Most 
_of the men are back in the village for Sunday Services, Although this is busy hunt- 
ing month, the officers and Committee meetings which are carried out monthly, were 
also carried out this month as usual, In fact we had more than one Session meeting 
this month. One suspended member was reinstated after duly examined by the Session 
on the ground of his repentance. Few others have been approached for Commitment to 
Christ but only one so far has agreed to attend our Communicant's class as soon as 
we begin one. We plan to get this started by next month, and in the meantime we are 
in the process of recruiting more young folks to attend when the time comes for these 
jclasses. We are sorry to report that two of our women were persuaded to receive 
‘baptism(seconds) through the service of a woman, Assembly of God church Missionary, 
with three other youngsterd, behind the village, during our regular Sunday service 
/this month, in our own church, I feel our Presbyterian Church was wronged by this 
'action of the other church, and when they opportune time comes, 1 shall tell this 
Missionary so. I have already expressed my views on this matter to our Session and 
they feel the same way about this. Some others, according to reliable ‘informations, 
| have been approached also for Baptism but have refused, If this Assembly. church 
| continue to persuade people for baptisms, they will find none in the village that 
| have not been baptized by our Church. ied : 
~- We praise God and thank Him for the way he has directed us in carrying on 
His work through this month, and for the abundance of game he has provided within the 
reach of the men of the village. Many a man in the village have this verse as their

NARRATIVE FOR THE. MONTH OF 
SEPT. 1 - 30, 1960 


COMMUNITY LIFE: Fall season has arrived and we can tell it. The summer has been 
one that we can be thankful to God about. The Lord has blessed this village with 
game, The hunting has been one that was successful. The village has harvested 
enough meat that looks like thére ought to be no hungry dogs and of course, families, 
throughout the winter. The main reason this is, that the village killed more walrus 
than they have in the last several years, Hundreds of herds of walrus within reach 
of even the skin canoes with outboard motors, drifted on almost every cake of ice 
right off the village which gave the men ali they could handle for time being. 
Even after the ocean was covered with slush ice there were walrus seen on floating 
ice right off the village. Sealing, ogrok hunting, brant hunting, caribou hunting, 
all have been a success, Even two porcupines were killed, one right in the village, 
The freight ship U.S.M.S. North Star arrived with its freight for the North. 

It turned out that lighterage had to take place on Sunday, which caused us to 
cancell some of our church activities for the day, as you will see on the front p 
page, Every abled/person offered their services to the lighterage work except the 
younger than 10 years old, 
CHURCH ACTIVITIES: As soon as the lighterage was over, our church activities 
returned to normal again. Our individual Session and other Committee meetings 

~. were carried out, and in order to set things in sbiritual order we had to hold 
more than one Session meeting in preparation for World-Wide Communion service, 
One suspended deacon was reinstated upon his repentancé, but the Session decided 
to continue his deposition until later, Also another suspended member was recieved 
into full fellowship of the church. One new activity started toward the end of 
the month among our Presbyterial group, was sewing. This takes place twice each 
week, at the manse, It seems the women are enjoying this new venture under the 
church, composed of sewing and knitting. The attdéndance of these meeting was not 
entered on the face of this report. It started on the last week of the month and 
the number ranges from 8 to 12 women. Also, my translation work, which was canc- 
elled through the summer months, I have begun agains I use the hours from 7:30P.M, 
till after 11, when there are no evening meetings or, Church services, Whenever 
there is to be an evening meeting, I take the afternoon hours, from 1sP.M. till 
around 4, I still carry on this translation work with Rev. Webster, Wycliffe 
Missionary. I cannot explain all that I have received from this work, by way of 
Spiritual blessing from the word of God and Ass presence in this work, Please 
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NARRATIVE FOR OCTOBER 1 - 31, 1960 


October has been a busy month in two ways, or shall we say in many ways, but in two 

catagories, namely, materially and spiritually. Materially, we realize the winter 

is setting, and what we can_to make our abodes wind proof we begin to do immediately. 

Storm windows set up and some of the doors sealed with gies can get hold of, to 

keep the draft out as much as possible. I had to repair half; of one’ side of our engine 

room at the old manse where lust winter, the’ men chopped off in order to put the fire 

out which was started by ayt faulty oil stove. We were glad we discovered the fire in 

time, The freeze up coming late, we were late in cutting our ice at the right thick- 

ness, so had to do it this month, which was ordinarily done last week in September. 

All we have to do now as always in the past, is to haul a load each! time’ We need ice. 
Spiritually, we have been blessed in our christain way Sf life. This, in 

many ways. First, our week of Spiritual Emphasis is the highlight of our worship and 

church activities. Following our World-wide Communion Service, w Segan tS" organize 

a prayer group for the coming Spiritual Emphasis week. The Session, the Deacons and 

our Committee on Evangelism were reminded of this and requested to spend much time 

in prayer, as well as the faithful christains, that God's Holy Spirit may have His 

way with all of us, especially those needing salvation and repentance, When Rev. 

Edward R. Danks , our visiting Minister for the week arrived, we welcomed him with 

a dinner at the church, composed of Elders and deacons. This was our get acquainted 

dinner with our visiting Minister. The wives and husbands of the church officers 

were also invited. Following the dinner we had a short prayer services asking for 

God's blessing on our week of Spiritual Emphasis. When the time came for our nightly 

Services, each afternoon three hours before church time elders met at the church 

for prayer. We all felt, in fact know that our prayers were answered. There were 

about 25 people in all who came forward for rededication. This is perhaps the 

most we have seen in many years of Spiritual emphasis week's result. We were espec- 

jally concerned with our young people toward the end of the week, who’ seemed to 

have held back, and even with tears we prayed especially for certain ones, and saw 

to our joy, several moved to repentance and rededication before the week was over. 

A week after our week of services, it was rumored in the village, that Assembly 

of God's church was getting a couple to come to Wainwright for their time of revival. 

This will be reported in our next month's report. After our week of ‘joy and tears 

on the part of some people, we resume our activities again in or through the church. 

We all feel that it was worth while to having these Spiritual Emphasis weeks. It 


adds joy andspiritual uplift to many of us.

NARRATIVE FOR NOVEMBER 1 - 30, 1960 . 
Iwo or three days short of two weeks of this month found me and my elder elsewhere. 
We were down to our Fall Presbytery Meeting which took place in Anchorage and at 
places such as Palmer church, and King Lake Youth Camping grounds. The combined 
meetings of Alaska and Yukon Presbyteries was enjoyable in one sense of the word, 
but also got kind a tense at times, To some of us churches, the.dld method of doing 
business through New York office was kind of hard to let.go, and to be dealing with 
church business through the Synod. But we have to take what comes. 

The day my elder and I were leaving the village for our Presbytery meeting, 
we met a amn and-his wife at the plane who had come to Wainwright to conduct Evangel- 
istic services at the Assembly of God church, which was built this Fall and in use 
since late October. When we returned to Wainwright we discovered this was going on 
for two weeks. Our own week of Spiritual Emphasis earlyer last nionth was a blessing 
to many of our people, but maybe we limited the Lord's doing when He might have done 
more for more people, had we had it for two weeks. The fire of Spiritual Emphasis 
week which we kindled by God 's grace was caught by the Assembly ,of God church be- 
fore it went out, so to speak, and many more people were spiritually uplifted, even 
though we do not agree with everything the way Assembly of God Evangelists do their 
Revivals. Probably after the two weeks of their revivals, the Assembly of God Miss. 
ionaries thought many of our mrmbers would move out and join their church, for they 
saw practically everyone of our members attending their services unless it was Su n- 
day or Wednesday prayer meetings, But after it was all over our church attendances 
both morning and evening Sunday worship services, and Sunday school only increased, 
at least for this month. One of the Pentecostal zealotg,Paul Patkotak, for years 
a lone Apostolic Faith follower, once broadcast by his transmitter locally, refer- 
ring to ten lepers whom Jesus cleansed but only one came back to give,his thanks and 
praise to the Lord. Said he, so likewise there were many who received help from the 
Lord in the Assembly of God church, but they are not there and didn't-come back like 
the nine. My answer was, they are all praising the Lord in the Presbyterian church. 
Abd this is the truth too, 

Qur church women scrubbed the chairs and the floor a‘day before Thanksgiving, 
and madecus have our Thanksgiving service and feast in a clean church. We certainly 
have many things to be thankful to the Lord for,.Qur summer hunting for the village 
was blessed by the Lord. There has been fairly healthy season for the village as a 
whole, Although there have been several men and women back and forth between the 
village and the Barrow hospital and sometimes even as far away as Anchorage, we have

Inspite of some handicaps and difficulties due to failure of our manse light plant, 
we were busy this month in preparation for the coming Christmas in which our Lord 

we seek to glorify. Though this is a belated report, nevertheless the spirit of 
Christmas is ever new and aglow with the love of Christ in our hearts, Perhaps, in 
my personal judgement of the people of our church and village, the christain life of 
many a nominal christaing is or has been revived this past winter, as restlts of our 
local churches x&sukkx. In otr own church otir'elders and’deacons, especially our 
committee. on Evangelism have had much to do with this revival in our village. This is 
the*Lord's Doing and it is marvelous in our eyes? Our Prayer and worship services are 
alive with personal testimonies on the part of many revived christains,. Tt is kind of 
sad though, that, few who have been going to Assembly of “od church here are somewhat 
confused, especially on the Work of the Holy Spirit. Few have come to me personally, 
seeking help and understanding of how the Holy Spirit is received. Due to the teach- 
ing of the Assembly of God Evangelists some, not many, have seemed to have gone too 
far emotinally, Those confused seemed to be looking for such experience for the proof 
of being "baptized with the Holy Spirit and tongue sign. Such report as the following 
have been going on in the sheapes and finally brought to my attention: that when 
anyone is about to receive the Baptism of the Holy Spirit, he or she begins to feel 
tightening of his throat and chest and if he doesn't get scared or frighten he or 

she will permit the Holy Spirit to enter, but if he or she gets frightened the Spirit 
will leave, 1 was confronted with this question asking if this was so. We went to the 
Bible for our answer. Of course I know all the time that there was no such teaching 
in the Bible, but I wanted them to see for themselves how the Holy Spirit worked in 
the early Church. We began with the Lord's own promise of the Holy Spirit in John 14: 
16, and followed it through Acts and on to the letter of Paul to the Corinthian 
church. To date no one has been reported speaking in tongues at the* other church, 
namely, the “ssembly of “od church, The Assemblies claim they have had few spoke in 
tongues in Barrow. ‘ 

One of our memorable church services was our watch night midnight Service 
at our own church. As I was giving the message for the closing of the old year and
